Claims 20-23 and 25-26 use 
V to represent multiplication. The Action averts .ha. this is inconsistent with the independent 
claims and tite specification. The claims have been amended so .ha, a proper multiplication • 
is used Claims 24. 25 and 26 recite "the" process. Claims 24 and 25 have been rewtitteo m 
independent fonn and claim 26 refers to the computer implemented ptocess. Claim 28 has now 
been cancelled. Applicants assert diat die claims overcome the objection. 

Claims 19-^6 and 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 fltst paragraph as failingto 
comply wt* the written description requirement. The Action assetts tf,at -the body of integers 
modulo n- lacks support. The Action notes that ftere is support for "the ring of integers modulo 
n-. Tie claims have been »nended and recite 'tte ring of integen> modulo n" and Appl.cants 
assert that there is proper support 

Claims 19-26 and 28 were injected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 as being indefinite. The 
Action asserts that U^e use of parenthesis renders the claims unclear. T^e parenthesis have been 
deleted irom the objected to portions. Applicants assert that the indefiniteness rejection has been
